the public to lay tbe blame on Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie. The exact cause for the failure 
may not be generally understood, but 
the expressed opinion of those who 
know McKenxie best IE that if be lias 
done wrong it bus been by being too 
kind to the debtor, and human natuie 
is always ready to forgive a wrong like 
that.

WERE THEY IMPOSTORS? 


VISIT OK TWO AU.EttED REVENUE 


OFFICERS. 


Irregular Manner of Their Search 


of Chinatown for Snuig- 


£l<Ml Opium. 


There is now eome question as to 


whether the two alleged revenue [offi- 
cers, who were in Fresno a few days ago 
searching Chinatown 
for 
smuggled 


opium, are officers or not. It is known 
that they did not belong to the revenue 
lepartnient. but it may be i>o??ihle that 
they belong to tbe i-iiptoma service. Hut 
there are strong reasons to believe that 


iey were impostors. 
In the tirst place it would have been 


regular for them to see Al Grimn, the 
deputy revenue collector for thia district, 
who has an office in thia city. They 
should have done this before making any 
search for contraband goods. 


Even if the men belonged to the cns- 


lonis department, it would also have 
jeen proper for them to see Mr. Grillin 
before operating within his territory and 
ifurping some of hia duties, but they 
did not go near him. 


The men bad badges on, and from the 


manner in which they went about their 
work they must have been in the gov- 
ernment's service at some time. But, if 
hey are Rovernment oflicers, their ac- 
tions in Chinatown would justify their 
removal. They walked into houses, and 
iried about without telling the owners 
rho they were. The latter, when tney 
objected, were subjected to curses and 
breats. In several oases these men 
drew their revolvers and beat the fright- 
ened Mongols with them. Such actions 
are unusual among United States ofli- 
:ers, and can only add suspicions that 
,uey were impostors. 


Night Watchman Rapelje was stand- 


ing in a Ftore when the men came in. 
They did not notice Rapelje, who was 
standing aside. They looked around in 
;he store for a few minutes and then 
started to go into a back room. The 
proprietor jumped up and asked one of 
,hem what he wanted, whereupon the 
man struck him in the face. Rapelje 


iterposed and demanded tbe man's au- 


thority. The latter at lirst acted very 
insolently to Rapelje, but when he eaw 
;hat it was a case 9f business he showed 
liia badge. Rapelje told him bethought 
it better to tell who he was before ru;:- 
uinj; the risk of invading private rights.

and Kennedy. They paid that the_ 
would go south when they left Fresno 
but it baa beim learned that they wen 
north.

It may aleo be that ttiej 
id this to throw the local authorities 
ff their guard. 
It would be an easy matter for a 
ouple of men armed with badges 
ome into a town and set themselves nj 
s revenue oflicers and search the Chi 
eee for smuggled opium and confiscate 
l>e contraband stuff for their own bene 
r. Of course it would not be wise t< 
tay too long. 
These men remained only one day.

labor and the creaiiunof a circulating 
medium that admits of no doubt. I de- 
Eire to Ehow in a plain way the object 
and alms of this movement mid the l>en- 
etits to be derived therefrom. The ad- 
vantages to be gained by the farmer and 
laborer of a better understanding, a 
united action and a eystpni of co-opera- 
tion among them is obvious to tbe sim- 
plest mind. 


Why they have not done so ere thif, at 


first thought eernin 10 be inexplicable. 
Many attempts by self-sacrilicing aieti 
aud women have been made to solve tho 
situation and to briny about a belter 
condition of things for the nuin who 
works and produi-es. Some have suc- 
ceeded in jwrt, while others have failed 
utterly in their efforts am! worthy de- 
signs, which him- proven only an object 
lesson to those wlm have followed them 
along the sanm line. 


I'ro^resa ia the watchword of this 


aije, mid oppressive conditions cannot 
long remain with an enlightened people 
without due investigation aa to the 
causes and the application of practical 
remedies, if there be any at hand. The 
cause of failure iu the pas-t uf every 
movement in the interest of co-opera- 
tion :ind the producer haa been the 
petty jealousies that arise, and the 
cupidity of some who have sought only 
their own aggrandizement; foltiah mo- 
tives on one side and mistrust and sus- 
picion on the side of the people. 


The granger movement of two decades 


ago accomplished much in educating 
the people in the principles of co-opera- 
tion. It established stores and intro- 
duced a.syatiim 01 buying and selling 
that would have been of inestimable 
bene tit to the farmers had it been car- 
ried to ita full purpose. But tbu time 
was not ready for this. The people 
were not sufficiently advanced to see the 
necessity of standing solidly for their 
own interests; blind as to caut-es and 
the remedies, they persevered without 
seeing, under a system of robbery and 
extortion, of injustice and cruelty, in 
the interests of monopoly and capital- 
ism until today the independent farmer 
with few exceptions is a thing of tlie past. 


Popular movements in behalf of the 


laboring classes have rapidly succeeded 
one another within recent, years. The 
most successful, however, in other coun- 
tries, BO far, seems to be thy Ilouhdale 
eystem of England for the exchance of 
products and commodities, and which 
has been in operation for nearly half a 
century. 
It transacts a busjinuas of 


niora than one hundred million dollars 
per anouin, and its rarniiications reach 
every industry. 


All the while these various uud some- 


what related organizations have been 
instilling the principles of fraternity, of 
universal brotherhood, and advocating a 
more perfect union of the laborers and 
producers. 


AVitU our past experience and educa- 


tion as a guide; with the necessities of 
the time; with suffering; on nil eidee; 
with idle men seeking employment; and 
with money suirce and prices depressed, 
the time ia ripe for a more perfect union 
of the laboring forces of this country. 
With .the object in view to ameliorate 
evil conditions, to give employment) to 
find a market and to exchange the pro- 
ducts of faimers, to establish stores, and 
eventually build factories, and all with- 
out the absolute use of money, and 
through a system of credits and checks, 
is the purpose of the Labor Kschange. 
Labor and deposits of ail kinds, whether 
pf produce or of money, will be paid in 
full value by checks, which will be re- 
deemable at the warehouse and store, 
ind immediately upon such redemption 
the certificates will be cancelled. Some 
may look upon this as a theory untried, 
jut tbe exchange is now organized 
aud in practical operation in many states 


f the union. It has done a great work 
ilready iu Los Angeles, where it has 
been organized only a short while. 


With a membership of 1000 in this 


county, and a determination of every 
>ne to have it succeed by making depos- 
ts of produce, and giving assistance in 
work in exchange tor certificates, won- 
lers can be accomplished here inside of 
wo years. It would be of more benefit 
to the city ol Fresno than two compet- 
ing linen of railroad.

An Oregon boot had graced Lawson'a 
leg till a few days ago, when he per- 
suaded Jailer Grieve to remove it. Tbe 
prisoners were to have been brought to 
Fresno for safe keeping the very day 
following their escape. In speaking of 
the jailbreuk the Madera Tribune eaya: 


Lawson and tbe Indian occupied the 


cell on the. south end of the row of cells. 
This cell is not lined with steel except 
tint plateb of that metal were laid at 
certain distances apart in the outer wall 
when the frail structure was erected. 


They began the work of their escape 


at about 10 o'clock and by 11 they had 
succeeded in taking out the brick in the 
wail on a level with the floor of their 
cell between the layers of steel plate, 
and squeezing through the aperture were 
once more free.

the sweat box. Their reasoning ia not
